It  Is  the  opinion  of  an  old  steam- 
boat captain,  who  was  close  at  hand 
line  of  the  collision,  that  had 
the  proper  signals  been  given  and 
heeded  the  boats  could  not  have  come 
together.

Situated  at  Gannett's  Corner,  La 
the  beart  of  this  village,  and  facing 
Main  street  is  the  K.n  jt  u  tw0 
stories  in  height,  35x50,  having  a 
frontage  toward  the  North  Scituate 
station.  It  is  beautiful  in  architect- 
ure, and  as  a  whole  it  is  a  credit  to 
the  builders,  Messrs.  J.  I.  A.  Pratt 
and  WTffiam  Apes,  of  Cobjssct.mxsou 
Charles  H.  Mon,  and  painter  Alex.

Uattlcrs  used  to  come 
out  on  tbo  ledges  of  rocks  and  lay  in  the 
hot  sun. .  One  or  two  bad  come  arouud 
tho  mill,  and  I  had  shot  one  in  our 
door-yurd.    But  wo  thought  nothing  of 

People  living  in  the  woods 
wild  places  get  used  to  things  tbat  would 
till  tbcm  with  horror  in  a  settled  « 
We  expected  to  dud  snakos, 
as  long  as  they  kept  their  distance  or 
cave  us  a  chnnce  to  shoot  them 
they  cot  too  near,   we  didn't  mind 

As  I  told  you,  I  llxcd  up  thiugs 
around  the  houso  during  slack  time. 
Ouc  of  the  hits  of  furniture  I  knocked 
together  was  a  bedstead.  It  was  mere 
like  n  hroud  lounge  than  a  bedstead, 
for  it  had  neither  head  nor  footboard. 
One  end  was  raised  a  littlo  liko  a  coucb 
and  that  was  the  hend.  Wo  had 
bearskin?  nnd  hlnukots  to  sleep  on,  and 
blanVcls  to  covor  us.  It  was  a 
big  improvement  on  tho  floor,  whore 
had  hceu  sleeping,  and  after  a  hard 
day's  work  haadling  logs  I  used  to 
think  it  about  as  comfortable  a  spot  as 
I  knew. 

Well,  it  got  along  into  tbo  fall  nnd 
wo  began  to  hnvo  chilly  nights.  The 
equinoctial  gave  us  a  big  rain,  and  for 
a  fortnight  I  bad  all  tho  wnter  I  could 
use.  Then  it  got  dry  again.  One 
afternoon,  after  several  days  of  throat- 
cuing  weather,  it  began  to  rain.  Hour 
after  hour  the  rain  came  down  till 
about  9  o'clock  in  the  evoning,  when  ii 
suddenly  cleared  off  and  turned  cold. 
It  was  Into  in  October,  and  wo  kept  a 
fire  burning  on  the  hearth  nights ,  more 
for  tho  bahy's  sake  than  for  our  own.

I  threw  an 
pine  knot  on  the  lire  and  went  t  o 
tho  door  and  looked  cut.  I  shall  never 
forget  thnt  look,  for  it  was  tho  last 
time  I  ever  stood  there  and  saw  stars 
above  Skinnor  Hollow.  I  closed  tbo 
door  and  wont  to  hed,  and  soon  fall 
asleep.  I  slept  ou  tbo  side  of  tbc  bed 
nearest  tbe  hearth,  my  wile  slept  ou 
further  sido,  and  tbe  baby  lay 
between  us.  For  some  reason  I  didn't 
sleep  long,  and  when  I  waked  up  I 
couldn't  get  to  sleep  again.  Finnlly 
I  got  out  of  bed  and  threw  another 
knot  on  the  lire. 

Leo  was  stretched  ont  on  the  floor 
with  his  nose  between  bis  paws, 
eyed  me  sleepily  as  I  walked  nround 
the  room  nnd  gave  me  a  loving  look  as 
I  stooped  down  and  patted  his  bend.  I 
wenthackto  bed  and  fell  into  an  un- 
easy sleep.  All  at  once  I  wakened  witb 
l  start.  It  must  have  been  past  mid- 
light.  I  seemed  to  be  fully  awako  the 
nomcnt  I  opened  my  eyes,  aud  such  a 
igbt  as  they  rested  on  God  grant  they 
may  never  see  again.  I  was  lying  on 
my  leit  side  facing  my  wife,  wbo  was 
lying  on  her  right  side.  The  baby  lay 
its  hack  hetween  us.  As  I  opened 
my  eyes  a  dark  object  glided  down  from 
off  tbe  hahy,  and  jast  then  tbc  knot 
burst  into  flames  nnd  flooded  the  room 
witb  ligbt.

Fertility  by  CnltlraUon. 

Wandering  among  tbo  peach  trees  in 
an  Ocean  County  (N.  J.)  orchard,  I 
observed  a  marked  difference  both  in 
tbe  trees  and  also  in  tbc  fruit, 
and  vaiuly  endenvored  to  conjecture 
the  name  of  tbe  variety  on  one 
sido  of  a  dividing  line.  On  the 
opposite  side  I  could  easily  recognize 
tho  splendid  Crawfords,  whicb  were 
very  near  maturity,  hcnutifully  colored, 
as  fruit  near  tbc  ocean  usually 
large  and  nearly  uniform  size.  Tbo 
trees  wore  in  groat  vigor,  tho  laterals 
on  the  branches  numerous  and  all 
beaded  with  fruit  so  fair  tbut  tbero 
would  bo  few,  if  any,  cullings  in  tho 
harvest. 

These  numclcss  peaches  woro  mostly 
of  inferior  size,  later  maturity, 
cullings  were  numerous.  The  trees 
carried  sprawling  braucbes  and 
laterals  that  tbc  bushy  appearance 
tho  vigorous  poach  tree  was 
wanting.  Tbo  owner  observed  my 
quaudary  uud  surprised  mc  by  the  iu- 
formation  ho  gavo.  All  the  lrccs  wero 
Crawfords,  ol  tbc  same  lot,  planted  tbo 
same  day  and  treated  aliko  with  a 
ingle  exception.  In  tho  center  be- 
tween oacb  four  trees  In  a  part  of  tbo 
orchurd.  he  planted  one  hill  of  watcr- 
molous,  using  ono  shovelful  of  mauuro, 
In  cultivating  the  melons  he  bad  culti- 
vated part  of  the  trees,  nnd  this  bo  be- 
lieved, mndo  tho  cutiro  diffcrouco. 
AVhy  tbo  cultlvatiou  should  make  s< 
great  a  diffcrouco  I  can  hardly  under- 
sUud.  It  was  new  luud  nud  the  soil 
white  sand,  uenrly  us  white  as  this 
paper,  uud  having  very  little  organic 
matter  in  it.  Surely  there  is  great 
vlrtuo  in  u  poor  soil  well  stirred. — [K 
gene  Little  iu  N.  Y.  Tnhanc.

Adventures  in  South  America. 

After  calling  upon  tho  Emperor  Dora 
Pedro  at  Brazil,  and  the  Preddent,  General 
Julio  A.  Boca,  and  attending  a  grand  recep- 
tion at  tho  National  Palace,  I  poshed  on  to 
Buanoa  Ayres,  Argentine  Republic.  I  re- 
mained hero  four  day.  and  started  for  the 
interior  np  the  River  Platte,  600  miles  by 
steamboat,  shooting  crocodiles,  snakes,  ic. 
The  scenery  along  the  river  is  beautiful ;  on 
either  side  are  lofty  mountains;  it  flows  hun- 
dreds of  miles  through  forests  unparalleled 
in  beauty  and  productiveness ;  millions  of 
tho  most  brilliant  plumaged  birds  and  in- 
sects, curious  quadrupeds  and  reptiles  in- 
habit this  river. 

Upon  my  arrival  at  the  terminus  of  steam 
navigation,  I  hired  two  horses  and  set  out 
for  tho  wilds  of  the  interior  with  a  trusty 
guide  named  Chavalco — a  banter  and  trap- 
per who  oould  talk  all  night  about  bis  many 
encounters  with  wild  beasts.  The  first  days 
journey  was  over  mountains  and  through 
valleys  indescribably  grand  and  beautiful, 
where  tho  various  species  of  tho  Lauras  are 
blooming  and  the  atmosphere  is  loaded  with 
the  rich  perfume  of  their  tiny  snow-white 
blossoms;  the  Caieuw  then  put  forth  their 
millions  of  golden  flowers,  while,  at  tho 
same  time,  huge  trees  are  in  full  bloom,  and 
joining  rich  purple  to  tho  brightest  yellow 
present,  together  with  gorgeously  clothed 
shrubs.  Sowers  of  more  mingled  hne  than 
her  (Iris)  purpled  scarf  can  show.  From 
timo  to  time  a  silk  cotton  tree  shoots  up  its 
lofty  hemispherical  top,  covered  with  thou- 
sands of  beautiful  large  rose-colored  blos- 
soms, which  gratefully  contrast  with  the 
masses  of  vivid  green,  purplo  and  yellow 
that  clothe  the  surrounding  trees;  on  the 
brdnxi.es  sing  bright  plumaged  birds,  that 
seem  in  the  early  morning  to  call  on  the 
sensitive  plant  trees  to  awake  from  their 
night's  slumber.  It  was,  indeed,  hard  for 
me  to  realize  that  that  little  sou*  w  plant 
which  I  had  looked  upon  at  home  as  ai 
the  most  delicate  of  exotics  is  here  r 

dueed  in  almost  giant  forms.  These  

quietly  fold  their  leaves  in  repose  when  night 
comes,  only  to  be  awakened  by  the  morning 
sun  and  tho  singing  birds. 

The  overpowering  sensation  which  one 
experiences  when  entering  an  extensive  can- 
servBtory,  filled  with  the  choicest  plants  of  the 
rarest  description  and  overladen  flowers,  is 
that  (multiplied  a  thousand  fold)  which  filled 
my  mind  as  I  gazed  for  tho  first  timo  upon 
tho  landscape,  with  its  tiers  of  mountains 
robed  in  such  drapery  as  that  described 
above;  and  yet  there  was  such  a  feeling  of 
liberty  incompatible  with  the  sensation  ex- 
pressed by  the  word  "  overpowering."  that 
it  is  impossible  to  defino  it  The  ruhber 
tree,  coco,  nutmeg,  and  doves,  all  grow 
wild  in  these  forests.  I  stopped  my  horse 
on  tho  roadside,  and  without  getting  out 
of  tho  saddle  I  broke  off  a  sprig  of  green 
cloves. 

At  i  r-.jt  we  reached  the  foot  of  the  moun- 
tain  and  stopped  near  a  small  creek  to  take 
lunch,  and  not  thinking  of  being  in  any 
unmediate  danger,  wo  left  our  Winchesters 
banging  to  the  saddles,  about  forty  pacta 
oway  from  where  wo  were  enjoying  our  meal, 
when,  all  at  once,  we  heard  a  terriblo  racket 
in  tho  direction  where  tho  horses  were  tied- 
wo  looked  around  and  hero  camo  on  enor- 
mous Eguana.  I  modo  ons  leap  over  a  log, 
my  feet  struck  in  a  hunch  of  rotten  bananas, 
down  I  came,  co-whack  in  the  men  I  and 
sliding  into  the  creek  landed  on  the  oppo- 
site  bonk.  I  looked  around  for  ChnvdcT 
who  had  climbed  a  cedar  tree;  I  sung  out  to 
him  to  catch  that  dang  thing.  "Yon  be 
Mowed!"  came  his  reply.  Says  I: 
flies  wOl  blow  you  if  you  don't  fetch  mo  my 
rifle!"  "  How  eon  I  do  so -,  tho  Eguano  is 
at  the  root  of  this  tree  i"  I  slipped  quietly 
around  to  where  the  hone,  were  and  got  my 
Winchester  and  camo  to  Ohavaleo  s  relief,  hy 
sending  a  bullet  through  tho  Eguana,  just 
behind  tho  shoulders,  which  soon  ended  his 
scorpion  career  in  this  world.  Tho  Eguana 
belongs  to  the  alligator  family,  short  and 
thick.  This  one  measured  fivo  feet  in  length, 
and  a»  large  round  as  uman'a  body.  It  1 
in  the  woods  and  eats  other  animals,  i 
as  wild  hogs,  deer,  and  Teza,  nexctpapcr 
raponaenU.  This  latter  "animal"  is  very 
scarce  here— only  mt  ever  known  to  inhabit 
this  part  of  South  America. 

We  finished  our  lunch  and  were  soon 
our  wey  up  the  mountain,  reaching  tho  ton 
"  sundown.  Hero  we  camped  for  the  night, 
»bg  our  horse  blankets  for  covering  and

Though  strictly  sn  Indian,  the 
Pueblo  is  an  Indian  without  those  peculiari- 
ties of  war  pniut,  tomahawra,  and  feathers, 
whioh  commonly  clothe  bin  in  tho  popular 
mind ;  for  long  training  in  a  complete 
ii  of  domestic  and  tribal  law  has  dc- 
bini  to  a  respectable  status  in  morals, 
taught  him  to  rear  o  permanent  dwelling, 
and  edtlvato  his  lands  at  o  means  of  sua- 


These  Indians  occupy  i  lou( 
belt,  extending  from  tho  borders  of  Mexico 
Into  the  southern  extremity  of  Colorado, 
be  It  oomtaidug  twenty -three  villages  in  ono 
lengthened  chain.  A  tour  through  tho 
principal  of  these  brought  our  party,  after 
vnrions  uot-to-bo- forgotten  experiences,  to 
tiio  Paeblo  of  Taos,  tho  most  northern  of 
the  Now  Mexican  series. 

The  most  charming  piece  of  Arcadian 
roiuauoo  which  camo  to  as  elidted  u  sympa- 
thetic tear  for  tho  unhappy  odes  involved, 
was  found  in  tbo  anient  attachment  which 
a  shepherd  boy  hod  for  a  pretty,  bright-eyed, 
chunky  bit  of  Indian  mddenhood.

Theso  nogs,  which  wear  laeod- 
np  shoes  of  straw,  jirink  ont  of  n  dipper, 
toko  hip  baths  of  hot  water,  and  stend  in  tho 
stablo  with  their  mouths  tied  up  higher  than 
their  cars,  are  broken  in  to  Uie  pact  or 
raddle  in  a  very  rough  way.  In  Hotusd'c 
days,  horses  were  never  harnessed  to  wagons, 
uordid  thoy  draw  anything.  Tho  ponies 
wero  usually  "broken  in"  in  the  largo  open 
yords  attached  to  ihe  temples.  Fires,  also, 
aro  usrmlly  kindled,  and  the  colts  tiro  driven 
dose  to  them,  so  that  they  may  become 

xl  to  such  u  common  sight.  .The 
method  of  breaking  them  in  was  as  follows  :— 
The  young  herso  wos  ddy  harnessed,  and  u 
man  ou  each  side  held  a  bridd  to  jerk  him 
to  the  right  or  ldt,  while  another  man  in 
tho  rear  beat  him  with  u  bamboo  stick,  keep- 
lngwoll  away  from  his  dioofs.  Twelve  or 
more  men  and  boys  then  took  held  of  tho 
long  ropes  or  traces,  and  a  llvoly  shouting 
Tho  horso  plunged  and  galloped  off, 
"Pocting  to  gd  rid  of  the  noisy  crew,  hnt 
found  that  this  was  no  easy  task.  It
